S.R.O. 97. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to artiolo 309 of the Constitution and in supersession pf the Civilians 
in the AOC Class III (Drivers) Recruitment Rules, 1969, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruit- 
rnent to certain Group ‘C’ posts in the A. O. C., namely 

1. Short title and commencement .— (1) These rules may be called the Array Ordnance Corps (Group ‘C\ Non-Industrial) Recruit- 
ment rules, 1979. 

(2) They shall aome into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette, . 

2. Application.— These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to those rules. 

3. Number, classification and scale of pay.— The number of the posts, their classification and the scales of pay attached thereto shall 
be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment age limit and other qualifications etc. —The method of recruitment to the said posts, ago limit, qualifications 
and other matters relating thereto shall be a? specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Sohedulc aforesaid- 

5. Disqualification . — No person, — . 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, ot 

(b) who haviug a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
persons and the other party to the marriage and that there arc other grounds for so doing exempt any person from the operation of 
this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order and for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules wilh respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

7. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall alfect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions reqiied to be provided for 
the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes and other Special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to timo in this regard

S.R.O. 98 — The following draft of certain rules further 
to amend the Military Lands and Cantonment Service (Class I 
and Class II) Rules, 1951, which the Central Government 
proposes to make in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1), read with clause (cc) of sub-section (2), of 
section 280 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), is 
hereby published, as required by Sub-section (1) of the said 
section, for the information of all persons likely to be affected 
thereby and notice is hereby given that the said draft will 
be taken into consideration on or after the expiry of a period 
of sixty days from the date on which copies of the Official 
Gazettee in which this notification is published are made 
available to the public. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from 
any person with respect to the said draft before the expiry 
of the period so specified will be taken into consideration 
by the Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Military Lands and 

Cantonment Service (Class I and Class II) Amend- 
ment Rules, 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Military Lands and Cantonment Service (Class I 
and Class II) Rules, 1951, — 

(a) for the words and figures “Class I", “Class 11” and 
“Class III", wherever they occur in connection with classifica- 
tion of the posts, the words and letters “Group ‘A’ ” 
“Group ‘B’ " and “Group ’C’ ” shall respectively be substi- 
tuted ; 

(b) in rule 2, for clause (v), the following clause shall b« 
suhsituted, namely : — 

“(v) “Examination" means a combined competitive exa- 
mination consisting of preliminary examination and 
a main examination for recruitment to the Service 
held under clauses' (a) ;and (b)- of rule 5 of the rules 
and includes a combined competitive examination 
for recruitment to {he Service and such other Service 
or services as may be specified by the Government 
from time to time’’; 
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(c) for rule 6, the following rule shall be substituted 
namely : — 

“6. In order to be eligible for appointment to the service 
on the results of the Examination conducted hy the 
Commission, a candidate must fulfil the following 
conditions, namely - 

(a) he must cither be — 

(i) a citizen of India ; or 

(ii) a subject of Nepal ; or 

(iii) a subject of Bhutan ; or 

(jv) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India 
before the 1st January, 1962, with the intention 
of permanently settling in India ; or 

(v) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lanka, East African coun- 
tries of Kenya, Uganda, the United Republic 
of Tanzania, Zambia, Malawi, Zaire and Ethiopia 
and Vietnam with the intention of permanently 
settling in India : 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (ii), (iii), 

(iv) and (v) shall be a person in whose favour a certificate 
of eligibility has been issued by the Government : 

Provided further that a candidate in whose case a certi- 
ficate of eligibility is necessary may be admitted to the exami- 
nation but the offer of appointment may be given only after 
the necessary eligibility certificate has been issued to him 
by the Government. 

Note : — Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 
before the. 19th July, 1948 and have been ordinarily resident 
in India, since Ihen are eligible for appointment to the Service 
without certificate of eligibility qua citizens of India. 

Persons who so migrated on or after the 19th July, 1948, 
are non-citizens and must secure certificate of eligibility for 
appointment to the Service, unless they bad migrated before 
the 30lh September, 1948, and had got themselves registered 
as citizens within the time allowed or had entered the Gov- 
ernment service without certificate of eligibility under any 
other instructions issued in this behalf by the Government 
in which case certificate of eligibility will not be necessary ; 

(b) he must have attained the age of 21 years and not 
attained the age of 28 years on the first day of Augnst of the 
yem in which the Examination is held : 

Provided that the upper age limit may be relaxed in res- 
ect of such categories of persons as may, from time to time 

e notified in this behalf by the Government to the extent 
and subject to the conditions notified in respect of each cate- 
gory ; 

(c) he must hold a degree of any University incorporated 
by an Act of Parliament or State Legislature in Tndia or 
other educational institutions established by an Act of Parlia- 
ment or declared to be deemed as Universities under section 3 
of the University Grants Commission Act, 1956 (3 of 1956) or 
a foreign University approved by the Government from 
time to time, or possess a qualification which has been re- 
cognised by the Government for the purpose of admission 
to the Examination : 

Provided that in exceptional cases the Commission may 
treat as qualified a candidate who, though not possessing the 
qualification prescribed in this clause, has passed examina- 
tions conducted by other institutions of a standard which, in 
the opinion of the Commission, justifies the admission o 
the candidate to the Examination : 

Provided further that the candidates who are ptl 
qualified but have taken degrees from foreign Uni' 
which are not approved by the Government, may 
admitted to (he Examination at the discretion of 
mission : 

Provided also that a candidate who has ap' 
examination the passing of which would rem 
catidnMly qualified for the Commission’s ex 
has not been informed.. of ilhe result as also the 
intends to appear at such a qualifying examin 
eligible for admission to the preliminary examin 
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as, by a date to be notified by tho Commission, the candi- 
date produces proof of pass in the qualifying examination, 
for being eligible to take the main examination, during that 
year ; 

(d) he must produce a certificate showing that he has paid 
the prescribed fees for the Examination ; 

(e) he must be in good mental and bodily health and free 
from any physical defect likely to Interfere with the efficient 
performance of his duties as an officer of the Service, and a 
candidate who (after such physical examination as Govern- 
ment may specify) is found not to satisfy these requirements, 
shall not be appointed ; and 

(0 he must satisfy the Government that his character and 
antecedents are such as to make him suitable in all respects 
for appointment to the Service ; 

(g) no candidate who is not a member of the Scheduled 
Caste or the Scheduled Tribe or who is not covererj by any 
of the specified exceptions notified by die Government from 
time to time shall be permitted, to compete more than three 
times at the Examination : 

Provided that there shall be no restriction on the number 
of attempts for the candidates belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled Tribes who are otherwise eligible. 

Explanation : An attempt at a preliminary examination shall 
be deemed to be an attempt at the examination within the 
meaning of this rule."
